Prior art fails to disclose the combination of the limitation as set forth in the claim: a 
electro-conductive elastic means interposed between the antenna base and the board, suite to 
constitute a barrier to prevent the interference of the telephone communication signal with the 
satellite communication signal and to achieve electricity continuity between the antenna base and 
a metallic braiding of the coaxial cable when the connection means fix the board to the antenna 
base in independent claim 1 . 

Claims 2-16 are allowable for the reasons given above because of their dependency status 
from independent claim 1.
